Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 4/28/09 has been entered. 
Claims 1- 6, are pending in the application. 

In response to Oath/Declaration applicant has provide citizenship of an inventor. 
Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The present invention is directed to a scanning system for constructing a three- 
dimensional model of an object, the scanning system comprising, among other 
things, "a scanning template member having a known two-dimensional template, 
and a processing means to generate data to enable construction of a three- 
dimensional model of an object placed between the scanning device and the 
scanning template, the processing means being arranged, when in use, to generate 
information about the object relative to the scanning template, this information being 
generated from the same image onto which the projected light is projected by the 
emitter". The closest prior art to Shibata et a!. (US 5,848,188) disclose a shape 
measuring device for measuring a three-dimensional shape of an object by using 
optical means in a non-contact fashion, and more particularly to a shape measuring 
device which can perform stable measurement by using a rotating mirror rotating at 
a high speed. The closest prior art to Mengel et al. (US 6,373,557 B1) disclose a 
method and apparatus for generating three-dimensional range images of spatial 
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objects, wherein a short-time illumination of the object is performed, for instance 
using laser diodes. An image sensor is used that has a high light sensitivity, pixel 
resolution and can be read out randomly, this sensor also having an integration time 
that can be adjusted for each pixel. By evaluating the backscattered laser pulses in 
two integration windows with different integration times and by averaging over 
several laser pulses, three- dimensional range images can be picked up with a high 
reliability in, for example, 5 ms at the most. Sato et al. (US 4,794,262) discloses a 
method and apparatus for measuring profile of three-dimensional object, as 
commonly included in each of the independent claim 1 and 4, the prior art of record 
fails to teach either singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or render the 
above limitations obvious.
